After another
mental rally, he pushed up a through ticket on
the Pan Handle line for Cinecinnati, and ap-
proached Dick Shields, the baggage clerk.

THE MURDER OF MRS. PETERS.

Capture of the Supposed Murderer.

A person who 15 belleved to be the one who
was seen lurking about the farm of Mr. Peters,
s1x miles south of Belleville, on the day of the
murder of Mra. Mary Peters, was caught in the
woods about fourteen mlilés south of Potosl,
Missourl, on Friday last, by James D. Arnold
and E. F, Quine, acting deputy sherifiz of Wash-
ington county. Immediately after the arrest
had been made, the fact wa. lLolegraphed to
Bheriff Hughes, of 8t. Clair counly, Illinols,
who in response tel hed the sheriff of Wash-
ington copnty, Mr.J. T. Clarke, to hold the
prisoner. On honduy Bherlf Huoghes, accom-
panied by Mr. Charles T. Askins, of Centreville,
went down for the accused, and brought him to
Bt. Louls vesterday morning. They then took
him to Belleville, where he was at once placed
in the county jail.

The news of the caplure soon spread through
the surrounding country, and huodreds of peo-
ple eame in expecting that the preliminary ex-
amination would come off in the afternoon. A
large crowd of people congre ated aboul the
court-house, where they remaloed Uil a late
hour Ju the evening. The murder was fully and
freely discussed, bul no disturbance took place.
No defioite time bas yet been fixed for the pre-
lim examiuation, which will probably not
take place for several days. Frecautionary
measures have taken for the protection
and security of the Erhonar. .

The accused says his name 1s Joseph White,
and that be is twenty-six years of age, I3 Is
sn Irishman by birth, and bas resided ia the
L uited States aboul six and a hall years, On
the way up he stated to the oflicers who had
bim in eharge thst he had been confined iu the
jail st Baltimore, snd also that he had served «
term of six mopths in the work-house In the
ety of Loulsville, Ky. He tells many conflict-
iog tlories, but says tbat be was in the oceighbor-
nood on the evening of the oeccurrence of the
murder, spd that he had quarrelled with Mrs.

Peters becanse she had declined to ide him
with supper. He also admitted that he had
been In the lttle towu of Centreville on the day
of the murder, and while there he had e into
a store and he%m for some matchos, which were
iven him, as has been previousl stated by us,
ben arrested he had on a different pair of
pantaloons from those worn on the day of the
murder, but still retained the old palr which he
bad tied up In & red handkerghief, and which
ave token that they had recently been washed.
here Is a spot or stain on one of the lega of Lthe
anialoons which has the arance of blood,
1e manifests no concern whatever,

Much credit ls due the officials of Washington
county for effecting the arrest of White, and
aleo for guarding him safely afier his eaptare
and Incarceration. — St Louis Repullican,
